Research work now being carried on in the laboratories of the world 
devoted to industrial progress and advancement of scientific knowledge is 
unlocking vast reservoirs of hitherto hidden facts and data to such an ex- 


tent that their practical application to man's needs and welfare is bound | 


to profoundly change habits and modes of life and work in the future. 


Old and well accepted theories in the realms of astronomy, chemistry | 


physics, medical science, biology and other fields of science are being shat- 
tered almost daily as a result of the work which is being carried on by 


silent, be-spectacled men and women in these research workshops and s0| 
rapidly are new discoveries being made and converted to the use of man-| 
kind that those who predict that the present century will go down in his- | 
tory as an era of scientific achievement are speaking with undisputed 


authority. 


In fact, the achievements of the first third of the present century are 


; . . 
sufficient in themselves to substantiate the claim for such an assertion even 
if, for some unknown and unpredictable reason, the work in this field were 


to be brought to an abrupt halt now. 


One does not have to search far to find reasons for this remarkable 
advance into the sphere of the hitherto unknown and to explain why so 
much that has remained hidden for centuries is now being revealed in so 


great abundance. 


One of the reasons is the large sums of money which have been made | 


available for the prosecution of such work by wealthy philanthropists. An- 
other is the discovery by commercial organizations that it pays them to 


devote a percentage of their earnings to the conduct of research work to| 


assist them in unearthing ways and means of improving their products and 
of reducing the costs of production to enable them to achieve a paramount 


place in their field or to achieve it. 


Another is the now well known fact 


that almost every new discovery, or the search for it, opens the door for 


another one and often enough paves the way for several more. 


Thus, the 


work is not only progressive but cumulative and in more than mathematical 
ratio, something like rolling up a snowball. 


Still another reason is the fact that so frequently, a discovery in one } 
field of endeavor results in the perfection of new equipment which makes | 
it possible to delve deeper into the mysteries of some other scientific realm | 


or some other school of activity. 


And these do not exhaust the reasons.

Writing in a recent issue of the Christian 


Science Monitor an article dealing with developments in the arena of 


natural science this author said: 


“Natural science arose partly out of man’s desire to conquer ‘nature 
and partly from his insatiable curiosity. From the earliest times man had 


never been content to live by bread alone. 
pelled it to seek out the mysteries of the world around. 


It had that within it which im- 
It is this curiosity 


which has forced men to make instruments which have enabled him to 
Sweep the recesses of the starry heavens; to delve among the rocks in 
order to read from them the history of the earth and those who have lived 


on it in ages past. 


In his eagerness he has even penetrated into the heart 


of matter and seen it dissolve into radiation.’’ 

The same writer sheds an interesting sidelight on the effect such work 
has on the minds of those who make new discoveries, when she Says: 
“Every time he (the research worker) has forced open the locked doors in 
the Palace of Knowledge, he has become humbler, less certain of his at- 
one-time unshakable faith in the ‘reality’ of those things which his hands 


could touch and his eyes see.” 


It is unfortunate that in Canada sufficient recompense is not always 
given to the men and women who are devoting a lifetime to unlocking the 
mysteries of science for the benefit of the country and her people; at least, 
that is too often the case with those who are prosecuting their work un- 
der government aegis. As a result, more adequate remuneration sometimes 
proves too tempting and they are lured away south of the international 
boundary to the great loss of this country. 

When the benefits which accrue to the country as a result of the develop- 
ment of a rust resistant wheat—to quote an illustration—are weighed in 
the balance against the remuneration these trained experts receive it is not 
surprising if better offers from elsewhere for their services are sometimes 


accepted.

Is Believed To Be Daughter Of Great 
Pharaoh Cheops 


The sumptuously-clad mummy of 
a princess of the Fourth Dynasty 
| (8733-3566 B.C.), believed to be the

mid, has been discovered by Egyp- 
tian archaeologists.

fication of the Southern Railway’s 


main line to Portsmouth harbor

Trying Old Experiment 
| New Jersey Doctor To Use Surgical 
Grafting Principle 
Sixteen- year-old John Seeley’s 
hope for artificial restoration of the 
arms he lost last November under 
the wheels of a train at Nutley, New 
Jersey, rested to-day on application 


of a 65-year-old surgical grafting 
principle. 
A Newark orthopedic surgeon, 


starting with an operation at Beth 
Israel Hospital, expects to apply the 
discovery of an Italian physician, 
Vanghetti, about 1870, using muscle 
grafts to connect artificial limbs. 
The surgeon, who has asked his 
name be withheld, has been engaged 
by the crippled children’s committee 
of the Nutley Elks Lodge. As he 
described the operation, a flap of the 
patient’s skin is drawn into a tube 
and inserted under the muscle. This 
operation will be performed twice on 
each of the stumps of Seeley’s arms. 
When the tissues have healed, he 
said, cineplastic arms would be at- 
tached to the flaps. The artificial 
arms and fingers then would be oper- 
ated with the flexing of the muscles.

Ottawa.—Parliament started a 12- 
@ay Waster recess after Chief Justice } 
Duff gave royal assent to the ac: | 
cumulated legislation passed through | 
both houses. } 

In a last-minute spurt, the gov-| 
ernment bill to establish a national) 
employment commission was rushed | 
through the house and senate, giv: | 
ing the administration free scope 
during the adjournment to make 
necessary appointments and start it 
going. 

Left among unfinished business 
was the government’s. relief bill} 
which, among other provisions, | 
would enable the Dominion to sign! 
direct relief agreements with the | 
provinces. The agreements lapsed | 
March 31, the end of the fiscal year, | 
and payments which were increased 
75 per cent. for the winter months| 
were cut 15 per cent. in April. In| 
the meantime, it is assumed pay-| 
ments will continue from month to| 
month until new agreements are ne- 
gotiated but the rates have not been | 
disclosed. 

A supply bill of $51,167,000, rep-| 
resenting the supplementary esti- 
mates for the year ending in March, 
went through both houses. 

The most important of the bills re- | 
ceiving royal assent was the one 
ratifying the Canadian - American 
trade treaty. 

Premier King told the house prac- 
tically all important legislation has 
been presented to the house but he} 
was unable to say definitely when 
the budget will come down. It has 
been forecast for the first week in 
May. 

The house has been in_ session 
#lightly more than two months and 
it probably will last into June, de- 
pending largely on the budget and 
the attitude of the opposition to- 
ward the government bill restoring 
a board of directors for the Cana- 
dian National Railways. 

Another bill that received royal 
assent was one to distribute $6,850,- 
000 among western farmers as a re- 
sult of 1930 pool operations, both

No. 2 Northern wheat held by the 
Canadian wheat board in eastern 
position were believed disposed of 
when the board sold 5,000,000 bush- 
els of this grade to export interests. 

It was emphasized, however, that 
the sale, the largest in the cash 
grains market in some time, did not 
mean the wheat had been sold for 
movement out of the Dominion. It 
represented only a change in owner- 
ship, officials said. 

Traders on the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange were of the opinion there 
was a prospective demand for the 
wheat and that exporters were get- 
ting into a position to meet the de- 
mand. They expected the grain 
would be exported as soon as navi- 
gation opens.

Will Investigate Charges 
League To Probe Report That Italy 
Uses Poison Gas 

Geneva.—The League of Nations’ 
“Committee of 13’’ appointed a sub- 
committee of jurists to investigate 
charges that Italy was using poison 
gas in Ethiopia. 

At the same time, the Committee 
of 13—-which is made up of every 
member of the league council ex- 
cept Italy—empowered its President, 
Salvador De Madariaga, of Spain, to 
try to learn Premier Mussolini's 
terms for making peace. 

He was instructed to talk to Baron 
Pompeo Aloisi, the Italian delegate 
to the League, on his arrival at Gen- 
eva. 

Anthony Eden, foreign secretary 
of Britain, gave the Committee of 13 
a@ specific list of alleged occasions 
on which Italian troops used poison 
gas.

Defence Of India 
Field Marshal Chetwode Says It 

Would Be Madness To Take Risks 

London.—In_ considering the de- 
fence of India it would be madness 
to take risks, declared Field Mar- 
shal Sir Philip Chetwode in address- 
ing the East India association. Sir 
Philip has just completed a five-year 
term as commander-in-chief of the 
army in India. 

“The Indian frontier’, the field 
marshal said, “is vital, for it is with- 
in touch of the Russian menace 
which advances and recedes accord- 
ing to the state of the rest of the 
world and Russian politics. 

“Nobody now imagines the likeli- 
hood of war between the British Em- 
pire and Russia, but as was seen in 
the last year, international situations 
alter rapidly. The Russians have the 
biggest and possibly the best equip- 
ped army and air force in the 
world.” 


British War Film 
Has Been Temporarily Banned By 
The Movie Censor 


London,—-A film depicting the hor- 
rors of war was shown privately 
here after it had been banned for 
the time being at least by the Mar- 
quess of Crewe, movie censor. 

Beside actual warfare scenes, the 
film gives the views on war of the 
average Englishman, ranging from 
businessmen to charwomen. It ends 
by appealing to the public to inter- 
vene with their respective parlia- 
ment members and obtain. their 
pledge always to vote against war. 

Suppression of the film caused 
H. G. Wells told 
newspapermen “it would be out- 
rageous if a film of such public im- 
portance were suppressed.” 

In the face of criticism, Lord 
Crewe has decided to submit the film 
to the ministry of war for its ap- 
proval or rejection.

Ottawa. — Both Finance Minister 
Dunning and Premier T. D. Pattullo 
of British Columbia were non-com- 
mittal after their conversations on 
financial questions.

OVER THE RADIO 


Ottawa.—Establishment of facili- 
ties whereby radio listeners may be 
given more frequent Canadian news 
broadcasts was recommended to the 
parliamentary committee on radio by 
a delegation representing the radio 
committee of the Canadian Press. 

In a brief which declared news 
services on the air brought into Can- 
ada direct from United States lack- 
ed British character and were often 
inaccurate and misleading, three 
alternative suggestions were laid be- 
fore the committee as a means of 
increasing the present single truly 
Canadian coast-to-coast news broad- 
cast to three or four. 

W. B. Preston, managing director 
of the Brantford Expositor and 
president of the Canadian Press, told 


the committee if facilities were pro-} 


vided for daytime national network 
broadcasting the Canadian Press 
would furnish the news _ bulletins 
free, as it now does the single night- 
ly broadcast. 

Because of expense involved the 
coast-to-coast network of the Cana- 
dian radio commission operates only 
during evening hours. Members of 
the committee, who displayed a keen 
interest in the subject agreed that 
increased broadcasts of a Canadian 
and British character were desirable.

Shows How Cows Were Milked In 
Olden Times 


Among the many interesting relics| 
which haye been unearthed during 
the excavations of Ur of the Chal-| 
dees, the birthplace of Abraham, is| 
a mosaic frieze showing a proces-| 
sion of cows. On one side of a reed- 
built byre, from the door of which | 
two calves are seen issuing, men 
seated on low stools are milking, 
cows. The men sit under the cow's} 
tail, milking the animal from be-| 
hind. The calves, duly muzzled, are) 
roped to the cow’s headstall so as to 
encourage her to give milk. On the 
other side of the byre, two men, 
clean shaven and wearing fleece pet-| 
ticoats, the official dress of priests, | 
are pouring milk through a strainer, 
into a vessel set on the ground, 
while two others are collecting the 
strained liquid into great stone jars. | 
This frieze is said by experts to rep-| 
resent a scene at a farm attached to 
a temple, a farm dating about 3100, 
B.C. employing dairy methods which) 
might have been employed with pro-| 
fit in the intervening centuries.

Is Now Only One Third Of Fifty 
Years Ago 
Canada's tonnage in seagoing ves- 
sels was only one-third of what it 
was 50 years ago, Fred Bridges, port!

New Guinea has sufficient gold to

Getting Something Done 


Manitoba’s Back-To-Land Movement 
Has Proved Success 

While in other parts of the Do- 
minion there has been a great deal 
of theorizing about placing unem- 
ployed on the land, the Manitoba 
Government has been dealing with 
the question in a practical way— 
getting something done. A_ report 
recently presented to the Western 
Province Legislature indicated that 
772 families have been placed on 


| the land, and that of these only 137 


have failed to get along and aban- 
doned their holdings. Expenditure 
on this plan to date has been $481,- 
776 and of this the Dominion Gov- 
ernment contributed $123,000, or 
about 25 per cent. It is explained 
that had these people been supported 
by direct relief the cost would have 
been something like $200,000 more 
than the total amount expended in 
placing them on the land including 
cost of equipment.—Toronto Globe.
